How Often Should Qows be Fed? 


The Philadelphia Press, commenting upon 
the RK. N. Y.'s question, ‘‘ How often should 
cows be fed *” says that whether the food is 
furnished in two meals a day or three or 
four is of small moment comparatively, so 
long as the mealsare timed with scrupulous 
punctuality. No doubt she can adjust her 
sppartus to three feeds more or less, but 
sialy it suite her easy going, ruminant na- 
ture best to have feed coming around with 
astronomical punctuality o# regularly asthe 
earth or moon revolves. If her meals come 
haphazard she will need toimake # new time 
table for her stomachs every day, and they 
cannot do as efficient work as when they set- 
‘le down to an established schedule that 
uever varies.”

Mr. Johnstone, of Melbourne, has invent- 
ed an automatic signalling target, 80 as to 
do away with the necessity for markers at 
rifle-ranges, and thus obviate the elements 
of danger and uncertainty. The face of the 
target consists of rings, divided into a total 
of 23 separate moving pieces or sections, the 
back of each section being attached to 
ablique oscillating levers connected with a 
horizontal balancing bar. When any of the 
sections are struck the levers oscillate, and 
in so doing raise the horizontal balanci 
bar which comes in contact with a ui 
bar running horizontally above it. This 
latter being forced up, ve oe a signalling

disc, which distinctly appears in view. Eac 
section of the target hasa different signal- 
ling disc, so that it is at once seen 
from the firing point, where the bullet has 
struck. After remaining in sight for a few 
seconds the lever with the disc returns to 
its place, and the target is ready for 
the next shot. There is also an attachment 
which can be fitted to the target, and 
means of which the position of the shot is 
likewise made known by means of a small 
recording instrument placed at the firing 
point, and connected electrically with the

German Expansion, 


For many years the Germans have sturdi- 


| ly emulated the np ee in seeking to oc- 


,cupy and colonize distant regions, and to 
find new homes and new occupations beyond 
seas. ‘There are many reasons why large 
numbers of Germans should leave their 
native country to find larger opportunities 
elsewhere, Germany is overcrowded in 
population, Its svil is already scarcely able 
to suppor: its forty-eight millions of souls, 
especially now that German industries tind 
keen rivals in America, Australia, and other 
parts of the world. The heavy taxation and 
the burdensome military conscription in 
, Germany, moreover, tend to drive many Ger- 
man artisans and farmers to emigrate, and 
|seck a sustenance in regions where such 
‘burdens do not weigh so heavily. We 


nies established in many parts of the world, 
and growing larger as time yoes on. 

There are twenty thousand Germans in the 
‘extreme southern Argentine Republic, and 
several thousand in Brazil, and in these 
countries they comprise the most active and 
thrifty of the commerical class, Germans are 
also found scattered through all the Central 
and Southern American States. In Europe 
the German population has long since over- 
flowed its political boundaries, and has 
| established large communities in neighboring 
States. The German population in France 
is very large, and whenever there is an out- 
break in that country of the ever-amoulder- 
ing hatred of the Teutonic race, a popular 
| outcry is made against the foreigners who 
are insinuating themselves in all the best 
places. There are not far from half a milhon 
Germans in the Baltic provinces of Russia ; 
and they comprise by far the best element 
among the dwellers in those provinces. While 
the Baltic Russians are for the most part 
ignorant and indolent, their German neigh- 
bors are industrious and full of energy. They 
found and manage the factories, comprise 
the merchants and artisans, and are the 
, doctors, teachers and land agents. The sup- 
_eriority of the Germans in the Baltic pro- 
vinces, indeed, has been such as to arouse 
the hatred ofthe Kussian population and the 
jealousy of the Cvar's government ; and this 
/has resulted in the deprivation of many of 

the rights and privileges they once enjoyed. 
Besides the Germans in various parts of 
Russia, there are five millions in Austria- 
| Hungary, two millions in Bohemia, and a 
| quarter of a million in Transylvania ; and 
| in all these localities, they comprise the most 
| active promoters of the industries and cul- 
| ture of the community.

Obeer. 


The Order in Which the Feathered Seong- 
sters Come Back te Us. 


The season has returned when the migra- 
tory birds will soon be with us again. 

Who can tell the first bird that revisits 
Oatario after the stomy winter is fairly 
broken * 

The first bird to return is the robin. The 
robin is known as wanderer on the face of 
the earth. He usually makes his appear- 
ance early in February, when the ground is 
still mantled in snow and ice, and when, it 
would seem, he could find nothing to eat. 
The robin visitsevery part of the Dominion. 
He makes his mud-spattered nest on an ap- 
ple bough in the orchard. The are 
Usually of a blue-green color, and from four 
to six in number. 

The second bird to retura is the bluebird. 
Familiar to all must be this cheery bird, one 
of spring's earliest visitors, and one of the 
most welcome ones withal. Allof us who 
have ever been in the country can recall 
finding the bluebird’s nest, usually in some 
hollow stump or other artificial retreat. A 
dainty nest it is, too, lized with horsehair 
and the depositor, perhaps, half a dozen pale 
blue eggs. ;

in, next in order, the 
meadow lark. This bird is clumsy in form, 
though of rich yet subdued plumage. Its 
general aspect is brown, with streaks of ash 
over ite crown. The meadow lark flies low 
over the fields, its wings rustling much of the 
startled fashion of the quail started from 
cover. Its nest is a rude affair, loosely con 
structed of small twigs, dead wood, etc. 

The song sparrow follows the meadow 
lark. This cheery songster is with us the 
year around. It comes first in the early 
springtime. Who does not know the song 
sparrow? A modest bird, of simple, una- 

dorned plumage, this bird is the life of our 
| hedges and groves, whistling a soft, sub- 
dued note, sweet and tender in its melody. 

The blackbirds next return to their 
old haunts, There are many species of this 
family of birds, such as the crow black bird, 
the red-winged blackbird, etc. The black- 
bird is much in demand at the hands of the 
amateur hunte- or sportsman, who finds this 
bird easy game. 

Then bac in, whistling plaintively and 
shrilly in itshaunts in some thick bramble 
/or copse, is the catbird. This songster is 

indeed a familiar one of our bird life. The 
|catbird is of a somber, slate gray in color, 

clean-limbed, spry, graceful, and of aris- 
tocratic bearing. There is much dignity 
in the carriage of this bird, although it must 
be confessed that its walk is not the poetry 
of motion. But for this shortcoming its song 
more than counterbaelances. Ringing forth 
sharp and clear, # peculiarquality of defiance 
is heard in its quivering note. ‘The catbird 
remains with us nearly the entire year. 

The tohee bunting is one of spriny’s ear 
liest visitors, This bird is glossy biack in 
| color, with a dash of rich chestnut at its 
| sides. 
| Qne day the swallows return again, and 
} soon after the warblers. The tirst of the 
| wood warblers is the San Domingo yellow- 
throat, of which there are no less than twenty 
| varieties. ‘The Maryland yellow-throat is 
jnextin line, This bird takes ite name from 
ithe color ef its breast and from the fact 
‘that over its head it wears a black hood or 
jmask. ‘These birds are among our most 
sprightly singers.

The Era Opened by the Britannic, Gere 
manic, and City of Berlin the Feats 
Aceomplished by the Alaska. 


At the vpening of a new passenger season 
the history ot the“ Atlantic record” becomes 
« matter of interest, and we to trace 
its history since 1875, We have chosen that 
year for a beginning because we have been 
abie to complete a table of record voyages 
since that date, but in a future article we 
may give some account of the struggles be- 
tween the Collins and Cuaard liners, who 
fought as keenly for the ‘‘ blue ribbon of the 
— as the modern greyhounds do now- 

ys. 

Beginning, then, in 1875, we find that 
the task set before the shipowners and ship- 
builders of that date who desired to attempt 
@ record was @ comparatively easy one. 
Sixteen years ago something just under eight 
days on a westward voyage would be sutti- 
cient to do this, and up to that date vessels 
of under 4,000 tons yross register and of 
3,000 indicated horse power had doneevery- 
thing that was uired both in point of 
accommodation and speed. At this time, 
however, a distinct step forward was made. 
The White Star line brought out two new 
vessels, the Britannic and Germanic, of 
5,000 tons each and of about 5,000 horse 
power, whilethe Inman Line had the City 
of Berlin, a vessel slightly larger and some- 
what more powerful. During her first nine 
| voyages the Britannic was handicapped by 
|an experimental device for raising and 
| jowering her screw, which even‘ually prov- 
}ed a failure and had to be taken out. As 

lony as thisremained she was a comparative 
failure in point of speed. The Germanic, 
however, reduced the westward e to 
under eight days in July, 1875, and on her 
| fifth voyage the City of Berlin lowered the 
record both ways ;on her outward voyage 
she took the substantial time of 5 hours 5 
minutes from the Germanic’s performance. 
The latter responded in the following Feb- 
tuary by reducing the eastward passage b 
} 12 minutes, and then the Britennic, fres 
| from her alterations, brought the eastward 
age, in December, IS76, to 7 days 12 
1ours and 41 minutes, and then westward 
to 7 days 10 hours 53 minutes in August, 
1877.

Deer Captured By Tricks. 


The manner in which the South Ameria» 
Indians hunt deer in the Cordilleras is very 
interesting and somewhat ingenious. They 
first ascertain the locality in which the am 
mals congregate to grave and then the men. 
women and old children of the tribe make 
extensive prepations to hem inthe herd. I: 
order to cause a stampede they blow hern-, 
yell and make other bewildering and out 
landish noises. As a natural consequence 
the frightened deer quit their grazing places.

Very seldom isa doe killed and if a doe 
fawn is captured it 1s immediately berated. 
The flesh is eaten by the Indians and alse 
llaves to be sold, while the 
skins are either purchased by dealers or 
made up into various articles by those who 
assisted in their capture.

The Micmac or Nhore Indians are very 
guru to the porcupine as an article of 
cod, the Abenakis not esteeming it so high 
ly, much preferring the flash of the musk 
rat, which the former Indians do not care 
about, indeed the Micmacs call the Abenakis 
(of Nt. John River at any rate) muskrat or 
musyuash Indians. 


The Indians make use of the quills of the 
porcupine, which they dye to ornament 
their birch bark boxes with Some of this 
work is very pretty. When the white 
hunters of our forests find a porcupine tae 
very often make use of his for fi 
The black cat or fisher is very partial to the 
flesh of the porcupine, will dare all 
the dangers of his quills to secure one ; and 
tne hunter often finds that the fisher which 
he has captured carries some of these quills 
un his hide. 

The porcupine is very fond of fat or 
xrease of any kind. It frequents old campe, 
and one almost always sees some part of 
the deacon-seat on which grease has been 
— gnawed away by the «harp teeth of 
this animal, 

I admit that the porcupine does eat the 
bark of trees. I do net think, however, 
that he girdles them so that they die His 
chief food in winter seems to be the leaves 
aud small boughs of the sapling hemlock. He 
is agood climber, but slow; in fact, heiss very 
sow walker and his movements are far from 
gracetul, As Mr. Flower says the porcu- 
pine can strike quick and dexterous blows 
with his tail. [have cut « piece of beech 
and stirred up a porcupine in his dem by 
means of it, and on withdrawing the stick 
found the hard wood filled with quills which 
had been driven into it by the animal's tail. 

With Mr. Flower I admit the damage 
one of these annoalscan do to a field of buck 
wheat, but I do not think that they are 
especially notorious for trespassing on man s 
iomain, chetly confining themselves to the 
forest.
